XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
No. 40.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, August, and September, 1919. 


July.—The month of July was characterised by normal winter weather, rain-bearing depressions 
following one another in rapid succession. 

The best Agricultural rains occurred between the 7th and the 10th, and on the 15th, 23rd, and 
28th. 

That the activity of the disturbances was largely augmented by Tropical influences, was proved 
by the heavy downpours which affected the extreme North of the Wheat Belt. Northampton, for 
example, registered a total of 6-59 inches (2:45 inches above normal) of which 4-18 inches was 
accounted for by three falls of over an inch, The totals recorded at other agricultural centres were 
more nearly normal, but, for the most part, moderately in excess. Deficiencies were met with, 
however, over a belt of country extending from the Coastal districts between Perth and Gingin, 
in a South-Easterly direction through York and Pingelly, to the Quairading and Corrigin districts. 
In the majority of cases, the shortages were not serious. 

The greater part of the South Coolgardie Goldfield, and the extreme Southern fringe of the 
Murchison, together with the lower half of the West Gascoyne, shared in the excesses that prevailed 
over the Agricultural country, but over the remainder of the State the month was a very dry one, 
only a few unimportant showers visiting the Northern Goldfields and South-East Coast, while the 


Tropics reported no rain whatever. 
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August.—The outstanding feature of the weather in August was the bountiful rainfall which 
occurred throughout the North-West country, the East Gascoyne and the Goldfields. Over these 
areas it is very unusual to find gaugings exceeding an inch, so that the beneficial registrations fol- 
lowing, as they did, upon such an exceptionally dry spell, were extremely gratifying. 

The excesses ranged from 1 to 5} inches, Port Hedland recording the maximum amount for 
the month, viz., 585 points, whilst at Broome 374 points were measured. At the remaining stations 
in the areas mentioned, the falls were not so heavy, but they were nevertheless substantially above 
the averages. Over the Central subdivision, which embraces the greater portion of the Agricultural 
districts, deficiencies were noted, but they were, in most instances, unimportant. 

4 Good soaking rains fell on the 3rd, 4th, 5th, 26th, 27th, and 28th, with occasional intervening 
showers. 

September.—With the exception of a few scattered places, chiefly on the North-Eastern Goldfields, 
the month’s rainfall was everywhere in defect. This was especially noticeable over West and South- 
West Coastal areas and the Agricultural districts, where at many centres little more than 30 per 
cent. of the normal September gauging was registered. 

The only really satisfactory rainfall to penetrate throughout the Agricultural districts occurred 
on the 2nd. Light gaugings were also registered on the 19th and 25th, with trivial intermediate 
showers at scattered places. 

No rain fell in the Tropics, but as the September average over this portion of the State only 
amounts to a few points, the deficiency was trifling. 

The Southern Goldfields shared in the Agricultural rainfall of the 2nd, while, on the last day of 
the month, a monsoonal depression, which had already affected those inland areas, gave promise 
of developing into a general downpour.
